SHERIDAN'S REPORT. 


WASHINGTON-, Nov. IS.—Tbe annual re- 


port of Lieutenant-General Shcridnn, com- 
mander or the army, after referring to tlie 
defenseless condition of tho Atlantic cities, 
the raids of Oklahoma by the "boomers," 
the sincerity of whose leaders ho doubts, 
mentioning the belief of some tliat they are 
in the pay of interested corporations who 
desire to have Indian Territory opened to 
settlement, and the troubles with the Choy- 
ennes and Arapalioes. takes up the subject 
. of the Apache murders and says: 


I urn In hopes of nn curly settlement of the 
Apache difficulty in such manner us will for- 
ever prevent a recurrence of the raids of these 
Indians.* * • So long as General Crook hod 
control of the Apuches under the agreement 
of the Secretary or War and the Secretary of 
the Interior matters wont on very well in Arl- 
2onu, but when contentions begun under the 
divided authority that existed a year n^o, 
distrust and trouble arose amon^r the In- 
eliuns. and continued until the oulbreak of 
the Chir-icahuas in .May last. The outbreak 
was petulant and without cause, and em- 
braced only a port of tho tribe, but this i'le- 
nient comprised the ycuni? und most v-i'_-. r- 
011?.

The report con- 


tinues: 


J can not acree with General Miles in hit 
Ideas resrflrdiiiK th.e Indian Territory, or in his 
coiilMencc In the ability of the Indian to make 
himself eelf-Mipportlnjf In so short a time. All 
our experience heretofore does not warrant 
such confidence, and such opinions should 
be regarded as individual rather than repre- 
ccn'.atlve of the army. 
Ttkf processes of 
civilization must necessarily- be slow and 
will, no doubt, be worked out in time if firm- 
ness and fair 
tratuieiif 
be observed 
and a steady poi.cy pursued; but tiic 
ultimate result is still some distance In the 
future. When a tribe becomes refractory or 
bas worked itself into a state of ocen revolt, 
it* temporary transfer to the control of the- 
military for the purpose of discipline, as 
lias recently been done with the Cheyennes 
and 
Arapahoes in tho Indian Territory 
and 
the Apaches in Arizona, will be 
found of benefit: but the permanent control 
or the Indians is not desired by the arniy 
nt largo. The Seminwe Indian scouts now iu 
the vicinity of Fort Clark, Tex- (mentioned in 
my last report), nave not as yet been brought 
back to the Indian Territory. 
Sympathy tor 
them IB very great, and the injustice they 
nave undergone for about eijrhteun years bus 
Ixien often referred to without elfecj- They 
are a good people, and should be provided 
for in the Indian Territory. 


The Lieutenant-General commends the 


recommendations of the Adjutant-General 
in regard to promotions to the rank of field 
officer; he calls attention to the necessity of 
concentrating troops near tlie large ciiies, 
where they can be more economically sup- 
ported, and whence they can be more read- 
ily moved; and says the status of tho na- 
tional guard should be regulated by a gen- 
eral law of Congress. The report concludes 
as follows: 


The discipline throughout the winy is very 
good. I bave no recommendation to make 
except to increase the number of men in the 
companies and to add two more companies 
and two Majors to each re?inentof infantry. 
I moet heartily coincide with the remarks ot 
General Schoneld on the need of military 
li-jr slatlon. His views arc of such importance 
tint I transmit tbera bodily to my report: 
"There Is a great need In the military serv- 
ice of legislation, under the power conferred 
by tae Constitution upon Congress, to make 
rules for tne government and regulation of 
the land and naval forces. It is sometimes of 
supreme importance that the responsibili- 
ties of milttarjf administration and command 
be clearly deiftod by law, and it is important 
at all times Cnat the rules for the BOV- 
ernment of the military service be observed 
jiko other laws by competent authority 
utter due consideration and under all the 
light which experience can bring to the aid of 
legislation. Kcjrulations thus established and 
suoject to change only by Congress would 
bave »uch a degree of 
stability as to 
become the basin of a sound military 
£> stem, which up to the present tinio has 
not existed in this country. Although 
tbo regulations bave undergone changes 
almost without number, the most important 
ouefttions involved in the command and 
irovorument of the army, which have bcou 
the (ouroe of constant embarrassment and 
tfec cause of. much controversy for many 
vMlrs. remain unsettled at the present time. 
No commanding General, from the highest to 
tbe lowest, caoJutow tbe extent or limit of 
his authority, and ao one can have any staff 
re5»onsibletOhlnsforthe faithful execution 
"'iJurlrur'tlie last twenty-five years the coun- 
try ha* puwd through three momentous 
er'sla wherein thew unsettled questions were 
of Vital Importance to tbe Nation, and their 
decision for the oceurion depended solely 
upon individual opinions. 
Another such 
crTste may not bo far distant wbeu sueb a de- 
cision might not be BO fortunate for the coun- 
Sylteno*; while 1 present the necessity of 
• cofjjdenble increase of the army, I also 
f JnottitiaiUU BTWUOT necessity that laws 
bo^5t2i8»bed by Congress for tbe "gorera- 
Jnent »udl relguiaUon ' of the military Forces.

The most notable features of our 


foreign trade during the last fiscal year as 
compared with the trade of 1SS4 was a de- 
crease In tlie imports of merchandise of 
590,000,000, and a falling off in the ex- 
ports of gold of £32,000,000. Great Britain 
not only takes about sixty per cent of 
our agricultural and manufactured prod- 
ucts, but also a larger share than do Cen- 
tral America, tho West Indies and South 
America combined. There has been since 
ISiiO a very marked decline iu the percent- 
age of imports oi manufactured articles, 
and a corresponding increase in the per- 
centage of imports of criute or partly manu- 
factured articles.

France Crashing the Rebels In Anum.

Generals Jamont and Keener are vigorous- 
ly finishing out tho rebels and pacifying the 
inhabitants of the Bed Hiver delta. Slight 
actions with the Black Flags are ot o ally oc- 
currence. The "insurgents'losses are heavy, 
while ours are trifling. The piratee arc pan- 
icky and many arc submitting to us. Tbe 
French troops are In admirable spirits despite 
the fatigue consequent upon the insurgents 
Kthe dikes and flooding the country. 


The Oregon Sountoritil Fight. 


SALEM, Ore., Nov. 18.— Tho Legislature 


cast Its first ballot for United States Sena- 
tor yesterday. Of the Republicans, twen- 
ty-four voted for John H. Mitchell, fifteen 
for George H. Williams, and the remainder 
divided their ballots among the other can- 
didates. The Democrats voted solidly for 
James H. Slater. There are ninety mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and it will thus re- 
quire forty-six to elect.

Moravia Division of the Servian armj', has 
had_ a desperate engagement, with tho Bul- 
garians at Tru, in which lie defeated them

put them 
to flight. 
Three 
bat- 


talions ' of Bulgarians were taken pris- 
oners, and many guns and munitions of 
war captured. Tiie Servians fought with 
great gallantry. A battalion of Bulgarian 
volunteers stationed at a point on the Timok 
liiver lias capitulated, without firing a gun, 
to Colouel Djulcvitch, 
commanding the 


Timok division of the Servians. The Ser- 
vian division commanded by General Lesli- 
jamin, which was marching on Widdin," 
has given battle to the Bulgarians near 
that pince and inflicted a crushing de- 
feat upon .them. The loss on each side 
was heavy. The Servians .took over one 
thousand prisoners. The Bulgarians now 
have only two battalions in the Widdin dis- 
trict and the country is practically in tlie 
hands of King Milan. A Servian cavalry 
force has eeized the highway from Loin 
Palanka to Sofia, and has occupied Glinci 
Pass, thus .separating tlie two Bulgarian 
armies. 


The Bulgarians are now concentrated in 


force at Slivnitza, and there a decisive bat- 
tle will soon be fought The entire Servian 
advance is toward this point, and is as fol- 
lows: 
Colonel Benecky, with the Shuni- 


adja division, has ascended the Luknoiska 
stream and is approaching Siivnitza. Colo- 
nel 
Michkovich, 
with 
liis force, 
has 


reached 
Gentz! pass, . on the route 
to 


Silvuitza. 
General Jovanovlch, with a 


larse force, Is in Dragoman Pass, while 
Colonel Ojukvitch is at Knyozeratz with 
the reserves. 
General Leslijsuiin remains 


at Kiola, which iio has captured. 
Colonel 


Topalovitch, witji his force, is at Trn, and 
is going to Brasniclc. whence he will cross 
by a direct route toMIvuitza. Each inarch- 
ing division numbers ten thousand. 


Servia has decided to annex the Bul- 


garian arpa of the International Hallway 
route, which will enable Servia .to complete 
her line of railway; also the Widdin dis- 
trict so that she can construct a railway to 
the lower Danube by Chupria, Zaitclian and 
Widdin to meet the projected Komnanian 
railway from Krnjova to Kalafat 
There is 


tnuch rejoicing in Belgrade over the news 
from the seat of war.

ured unconscious. Matters continued thus 
ntil seventeen workmen wero prostrated. 
inally. the remains of Smith were pulled 


up with hooks and ropes. 
They presented 


a ghastly and sickening spectacle, being 
charred and burned, and drawn into such 
shape that they could scarcely bo recosuizccl 
as those of a human being. No other deaths 
resulted.
